Aphori. (ayth, That the Spzing and 
Autumne are moze conuenient fo: Philicke, then Sommer oꝛ Win» 
ter; fo: in Sonnner the Humoꝛs boyle by reaſon of heat, cauſing 
great annoyance to mens bobyes: vet if neceſſity vꝛge to take Phi: 
fiche in Sommer, it is beſt to take it by Uomitet and in Minter, 

(if neeeſſity require) by Purgation. : 

Concerning Age, you ate to vuderftand, that vecrepite Old age, 
and young Jufants, are vnfit to haut Phiſicke adminiſtred vnto 
them: And it is alſo dangerous in youth,foz as a learned Philitton 
ſapth, Hee that caketh much Phyſicke when he is young, will much
